Degenerative Arthritis 
Usually Comes With Old 
Age, the Result of a For- 
mer Injury 


E HAVE talked of the two 
mst common forms of arth- 
ritis, rheumatic fever or acute 
articular rheumatism which fol- 
lows Some general infection, such 
as. tonsilitis, 
sinusitis and 
searlet fever, 
which comes 
on suddenly 
with high 
fever, sweats, 
severe pain, 
swelling, and 
redness of 
one or more 
joints; fre- 
quently fol- 
lowed by 
Bheart dis- 
ease and c7n- 
trolled by the 
salicylates. 
Theh rheumatloil arthritis, 
which is the result of long con- 
tinued focal infections, and blocd 
poisoning, such as that caused 
by abscessed tonsils, abscessed 
teeth, chronic nasal infections, 
and intestinal toxaemias, This 
results in pain, some fever and 
swelling of joints, finally destroy- 
ine the joint surfaces, causing 
the two or more bones to grow 
together, resuiting in & stiff joint 
and often great deformity wi'h 
serious or complete disability. 
This does not result fatally ex- 
ff cept as the patient becomes worn 
q. out with pain and distress. It is 
only stopped by the removal of 
the cause of infection before too 
much damace is done, then by 
medication and other methods of 
building up tne system.

NOTHER form of arthritis to 
be considered is degenerative 
arthritis or ‘old age’ rheuma- 
tism. ‘This form is often associ- 
ated with arteriosclerosis, gray 
hair, aldness, obesity, and other 
ssa of old age. It is as the 
namé implies, a degenerative 
precess. 
The cartilage slowly wears 
away, the bones become hard 
and glistening and the joint fluid 
The. fibrous tissue and

becomé bony; t ion irs of one 
grow out from the bared bone 
surface particularily around the 
edce of the joint. Small pieces 
of thése bony tissues may get be- 
tweett the joint surfaces and are 
referred to as “joint mice.” 

The joint does not become stiff, 
but these bony spurs around the 
edges may lock it and prevent 
fee inovement. It occurs most 
frequently in the knee, hip, fin- 
gers, spine, and ankle. It is not 
gs, true inflammation, as no bac- 
teria are present. It is the result 
either of some injury, from a faJl, 
blow, or broken bone, or as a re- 
sult of wndue pressure on the 
joint, the result of too much 
weight, faulty posture in sitting, 
working, or walking. 

The stooped position of old age, 
the enlarged prominent abdomen, 
flat feet, bow legs or knock 
knees, all throw the weight on 
the edges of the joint and this 
starts the trouble. It occurs most 
often in thcse who do hard labor 
and lead hard exposed lives. 

It is very common in women 
who :eep their hands in water 
much of the time. . Like other 
forms of rheumatism it is influ- 
enced by cold damp weather and 
general exposure. Overweight is 
a chief cause. Obesity works in 
several ways to cause the trouble. 
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HE faulty shape of abdomen, 

and shoulders, the changes in 
the arches of the feet, all throw 
the weight out of line. The trou- 
ble gets started and goes on slow- 
jy, but surely. The disease comes 
cn gradnally as age advances, 
often as carly as what we Call 
micdle age. 

They first notice some stiffness 
jn the joint; it is harder for them 
’ to get around, often the knee o¢ 
hip is affected, or the lower end 
of the back. They usually give 
as a Galuse some injury or strain. 
As time goes on, the pain be- 
comes more constant and be- 
cause of the effort to protect this 
joint, further posture changes 
| take place and other joints are 

attacked. 

The itints become larger and 
t ecanne’ be moved in certain di- 
rections. If an affected joint is 
ranved, a creaking can. he. felt 
and heard. If there is some in- 
, fection in the system we may 
‘ have inflammatory rheumatism 
; added to this complaint. 
The treatment consists of rest 
' of i.e affected joint. The weight 
must be reduced. Apply heat for 
relief of pain. Potassium iodide 
: Jong continued is helpful. The

HEALTH| TREATMENT TO

EEP, clear, expressive eyes are 

the loveliest things about a 
face. Even the face that is oth- 
erwise plain can be made charm- 
ing and pretty if it possesses such 
eyes. But lovely eyes must be 
healthy eyes, and their health 
depends on the health of the 
body as a whole. 

When something goes wrong 
{he eyes are first to show it. They 
may become dull and _ lifeless 
in their expression, or the whites 
may become yellowish or blood- 
shot. Unusual strain and ex- 
posure will cause such symptoms 
and you should take immediate 
steps to rest your eyes and get 
them back to normal as soon as 
possible, 

Applications of warm salt wa- 
{er will rest and soothe your eyes 
when they feel tired or irritated. 
Try to lie down and rest while 
vou treat them. Dip little pads 
of cotton 
THO! VE TY:

water, press 
out the ex: 
cess moisture 
and lay over 
the closed 
eyelids. AS 
soon as the 
compresses 
become 
slightly cool, 
réplace them 
wolitahsh.07t 
ones. Keep 
this up for 
about fifteen 
minutes and then sponge the 
eyes with cold water or with a 
cool, soothing lotion. 

Witch hazel added to the ho« 
water in which you dip the com- 
presses also has astringent ani 
soothing effects on swollen lids 
or bloodshot eyes. 

If the eyes are dull or blood- 
shot, or show other signs of irri- 
tation over a period of time and 
do not respond to treatment, 
then see your oculist. It may be 
that the eyes are strained and 
need glasses or medical treat- 
ment to clear up any inflamma- 
tion. ; 

Remember that sufficient sleep. 
regular, thorough elimination, a 
well-balanced diet and sufficient 
fresh air and exercise are neces- 
sary; for clear, sparkling eyes. 

Try to-get at least eight hours of 
undisturbed slumber each night 
—and when you must lose sleep 
on any night try to make it up 
as soon as you can afterward. 
Strong, healthy eyes can be 
kept lovely with very little daily 
care. If you have been out in the 
wind, or if you have been busy 
and feel very tired at night, 
bathe the eyes with a warm solu- 
tion of boric acid. You can make 
the solution by dissolving a tea- 
spoon of boric acid powder in a 
pint of boiled water. Use an eye- 
cup for a really efficient bath. 
Wher you awake in the morning. 
blink the eyes gently for several 
times and then go to your wash 
basin and dash them full of cold 
water until you feel wide awake. 

Eyes that must work hard need 
special exercises to rest then and 
to prevent strain, We will discuss 
eye exercises in the following 
column.
